The prior art made of record fails to anticipate or make obvious the claimed 
invention. Specifically, the prior art fails to teach, in combination with the remaining 
elements: 

a local process for configuring a single computer with a single user interface 
display to be concurrently and physically shared by multiple users by executing a 
plurality of concurrent switchable desktop environments within the single computer, 
comprising presenting a logon user interface to each user physically seeking to use the 
single computer, wherein the user directly interfaces with the single computer without 
implementing remote terminals and within the single computer initiating a separate 
remote process thread for each user that is authenticated by the logon user interface as 
recited in claims 22 and 29.
